Mexico City, April 23. —(Via Refugee Train to Vera Cruz, April 


24).—Mobs in the streets in Mexico City were trampling under foot| 


the Stars and Stripes, and were threatening American pedestrians, 
when the refugee train under the auspices of the British and German 
legations left. for Vera Cruz carrying some 500 fugitives of various| 
nationalties. 

The position of those American citizens left in the Federal capi- 
tal was regarded as critical. Nelson O'Shaughnessy, the American

Immediately after the news of the landing of Americans at Vera 
Cruz was made known in the federal capitol by extra editions of the} 
local newspapers, crowds of students and government office em- 
ployees began to gather. 

By dusk a mob had assembled in front of the American Club 
where they smashed windows and howled insults and threats at the} 
American citizens inside, all of whom they threatened to assassinate 

An appeal to the governor of fhe Federal district brought police 
protection but not before the crowd had shattered many windows | 
in the club house and dam ige d much property belonging to ‘the Ameri- 

cans. Until two o’clock in the morning bands of excited Mexicans | 


marched through th estreets singing the Mexican national anthem and | 


shouting ‘‘Death for the Americans. 

An American jewelry store was looted by the mob. 
looked on wihout taking any action. 

The American Club, the leading American hostelry and the of- 
fices of the Mexican Herald were closed owing to the threats of the 
mobs to burn them and murder their occupants. 

The newspapers probably acting under the direction of General 
Huerta, issued many extra editions in which they printed despatches 
stating that El Paso, Paredo, Nogales, and other places had been taken 
hy the Mexicans. Other despatches announced that the Federal 
troops had gained a great victory at Vera Cruz where they expected | 
to surround and drive the American invaders into the sea. 

The papers also declared that the battleship Louisiana had been 
sunk by a Mexican torpedo. An alleged despatch from the South said 
that Emiliano Zapata, the southern rebel, was coming to join forces 
with General Huerta. 

All the American officials employed by the national railroads 
and the Mexican railway company immediately were discharged by 
the government in order that no trains could be operated except un- 
der the supervision of the government. 

At the American embassy orders were expected from the Mexi- 
can government that the arms and ammunition recently permitted 
to enter should be given up. This was in retaliation for the seizure 
of Vera Cruz by the American fleet. At six o’clock on Wednesday 
evening, Nelson O'Shaughnessy, the American Charge D’Aftairs had 
not receieved his passports, but he was prepared to leave. 

The refugee train took twenty hours to make the journey from 
Mexico City to Vera Cruz. There were many delays but no mishaps.

Probably in recognition of the fact that somebody had to say 
it, Senator Tom Davis of Prince Albert has at last brought to the 
attention of the government at Ottawa the anomaly perpetrated by 
the system in vogue in the outlying sections of the west, by which 
the mounted police officiate in all the various capacities necessary to} 
the administration of a so-called justice. 

Whatever may be the good intentions of the mounted police 
a whole, and whatever confidence the government at Ottawa may 
have had in that body when it inaugurated the system, it is certainly 
a wrong system under which the administration of justice has been 
carried out along the fringes these many years, and the great surprise 
is that a system so wrong has been allowed to exist so long without 
protest. 

As Senator Davis points out, the system by which the mounted 
police share in fines taken from prisoners against whom the same 
mounted police are policemen, witnesses, judges, juries and prosecut- 
ing attorneys is simply a travesty upon justice and human nature is 
not strong enough to forever stand the strain which this system must 
put upon the members of the force. That they would be certain 
to abuse such a system sooner or later—if in no other way, then by 
the enthusiasm of their desire for a conviction—is as inevitable as 
the law of gravity. 

What Senator Davis declares has happened at The Pas is what 
might have happened anywhere under the same system. The privates, 
he says, scoop up the information, the sergeants lay the charges and 
prosecute, the inspector either sits on the case or gives advice to some 
ex-mountie who acts as magistrate—a natural friend of the force— 
and the fines are split among the bunch, all according to law. The 
prisoner may get legal advice or not, according to the discretion of 
the police. And the evidence is what the police choose to admit. 
This is the system which has been in vogue in this country for years, 
and it is one against Which almost everyone who has given the matter 
attention at all has filed a mental if not an oral protest. 

The mounted force has traded very largely upon the good name 
which it has enjoyed as one of those magnificent institutions con- 
Stituting a part of the bulwarks of empire, dedicated to the fearless 
and relentless enforcement of the law, but as a matter of fact-pretty 
nearly everyone familiar with the real conditions realizes that the 
force no longer has the attractiveness which brought to its service 
the character of men it did a quarter of a century ago and that with 
the changed conditions the dsicretion which might, with apparent 
safely, have been entrusted to the force at that time may not be-by 
any means as safe today. 

In fact, there is already.a very wide-spread doubt in the minds 
of many familiar with Alberta conditions whether the time has not 
now arrived when the greatest usefulness of the mounted police has 
gone. They are picturesque, no doubt; but where the country is at 
all settled up they seem like a hold-over from a time when conditions 
were different. 

At any rate, they should be entirely divorced from any magis- 
terial powers and the system which makes members of the mounted 
force beneticiaries of fines taken from their prisoners should have 
been abolished long ago.

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KEEPING THEM 
ON THE LAND, 

Anent the gospel constantly preached by Hon, Duncan Marshall 
and given new expression before the Industrial Association yesterday, 
that the first business of a government should be to see that those 
who are on the land find it attractive enough to be worth while 
staying there, an interesting avenue for speculative thought is opened 
by the recent publication of statistics by the agriculture in United 
States dealing with the question of tenant and freehold farmers. 

According to these statistics it is shown that in the six richest 
states on the American union, Illinois, lowa, Kansas, New-York and 
Pennsylvania, the past generation has seen an increase of 121,167 
in the number of farms in the hands of tenants, while the number of 
farms actually in the possession of and worked by owners in the 
Same states in the same time has decreased by 62,915. 

These are the states in which farming should be most attractive, 
as it is most remunerative. Except in New York and Pennsylvania, 
the first settlement does not reach more than two generations back. 
So that the younger generation, according to the statistics, are not 
staying on the land but are moving to the cities, taking the old folks 
with them and leaving the old homestead in the hands of a stranger 
on a rental basis, 

What is due to happen to the productivity of the farm under 
these circumstances is patent to anyone acquainted with rural con- 
dition. The tenant has no such interest as the owner in maintaining 
Its fertility. The farm runs down, the cougtry suffers and the cost of 
living mounts higher, 

If there is a moral lesson for Alberta in what is happening in 
these immensely wealthy agricultural states to the south and east, it is 
that the conditions of land tenure which permit this outcome In those 
Blates is the system which, essentially, is in vogue in Alberta. 

It will profit Alberta little to give the homesteads away in fee 
simple and forever if the sons of those to whom they are given are 
due to use those very titles to establish a system of absentee land- 
lordism which does not even protect the fertility of the soil, let 
alone the prosperity of the man who does the actual farming.

THE UNFORTUNATE FEATURE 
OF THE MEXICAN SITUATION, 

That Huerta knew his Mexico better than President Wilson is 
made quite clear in the quick manner in which Carranza notifies the 
United States government that he considers the investment of Vera 
Cruz as an act of hostility toward Mexico as a country. 

This is undoubtedly what Huerta counted upon, and the situation 
out of which he evidently hoped to renew his grip on the country, and 
it was to create this situation that Huerta levelled the insults against 

44 the United States soldiers. 

United States may, and probably will, be compelled to invade 
Mexico; but under the circumstances it is difficult to see how the 
presdient could have acted otherwise than in the manner he did. 
Had he hesitated about taking cognizance of the deliberate insults 
it is scarcely likely that Huerta would have stopped there. His next 
move, in all probability, would have been assassination of Americans 
or some other such act sufficiently overt that it could not be over- 
looked. 

The unfortunate feature of the present situation, looking at it 
rom a humanitarian point of view, is that Villa and Carranza do not| 
see in the intervention by United States the opportunity to get con- 
Stitutional government for Mexico. United Sta has long since 
told Huerta what he must do—abdicate and make room for an elected 
government—and this, according to Villa and Carranza, is all they | 
He fighting for. Intervention by United States leads in the same 
irection.
